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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's affirmation of election without traverse of claims 1-11 in the reply filed 
on December 1, 2005 is acknowledged. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Claims 1-11 and 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
Afeyan patent (US 5,503,933) as applied to the rejection to claims 1-11 set forth in the last 
office action and further discussed below. 

4. Applicant argues that the Afeyan patent does not teach a step of evaporation of 
solvent evaporation prior to or during breaking of the bonds as required in the claims, 
especially newly added claims 22 and 23. Contrary to applicant's contention, the Afeyan 
process does involve the step of solvent evaporation to achieve bond formation. Afeyan 
teaches that covalent bond is formed by a crosslinking reaction, and the crosslinking reaction 
is accomplished by reflux. See col. 7, lines 30-37 and col. 10, lines 36-48. Refiix is a process 
that involves evaporating of solvent; the vapor then condenses and returns to be evaporated . 
again; and the crosslinking reaction as described in the Afeyan patent requires double-bond 
breaking. See figure 3 where reaction scheme for the crosslinking reaction is illustrated. 
Thus, the process of Afeyan does require solvent evaporation before and/or during breaking 
of the unsaturated bonds in order to form a covalent bond. 
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Conclusion 

5. Applicant's arguments filed December 1, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive for the reasons set forth above.
